GENERAL OUTLOOK FOR THE FORECAST PERIOD 


Refer to Weather Advisory No. 6 issued at 11:00 AM today for the heavy rainfall outlook due to the Southwest Monsoon 
enhanced by BEBINCA. 


24-Hour Sea Condition Outlook 
e Moderate to rough seas over the following coastal waters: 
e 1.5 to 3.5 m: The seaboards of Palawan, the western seaboard of Western Visayas, the western seaboard of Negros 
Island Region, the southern seaboard of Negros Island Region, the southern seaboard of Central Visayas, the southern 
seaboard of Eastern Visayas, the seaboard of Caraga Region, the seaboard of Northern Mindanao, the northern and 
western seaboards of Zamboanga Peninsula, and the eastern seaboard of Davao Region. 
e 1.0 to 3.0 m: The eastern seaboard of Eastern Visayas 
e 1.0 to 2.5 m: The remaining seaboard of MIMAROPA, northern seaboard of Ilocos Region, and the northern seaboard 
of Cagayan Valley. 
e Mariners of small seacrafts, including all types of motorbancas, are advised not to venture out to sea under 
these conditions, especially if inexperienced or operating ill-equipped vessels. 
e Up to moderate seas over the following coastal waters: 
e Up to 2.0 m: The remaining seaboards of the country. 
e Mariners of motorbancas and similarly-sized vessels are advised to take precautionary measures while 
venturing out to sea and, if possible, avoid navigation under these conditions. 


Track and Intensity Outlook 

e BEBINCA is forecast to enter the PAR region this afternoon or evening, then exit the PAR region tonight or tomorrow early 
morning. Throughout the forecast period, BEBINCA will remain far from the Philippine landmass. 

e Inthe near term, BEBINCA will remain as a tropical storm and further weakening is not ruled out. However, it is forecast to re- 
intensify into a severe tropical storm tomorrow and may even reach typhoon category over the East China Sea. 


Considering these developments, the public and disaster risk reduction and management offices concerned are advised to continue 
monitoring for updates related to this tropical cyclone. 


Unless there is an intermediate issuance, the next tropical cyclone advisory will be issued at 11:00 PM today. 
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
